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Plans Being Made For Clean­ 
up Campaign Against

Seeking the co-operation of County 
Horticultural Commissioner E. L. Mor­ 
ris and his inspectors, L. S. Neville is 
in Santa Ana today with a plan of ac­ 
tion by which every ground squirrel in 
Orange county will be killed. 
Neville is Held assistant in rodent 
control, connected with the State Com­ 
mission of Horticulture. He has been 
sent out as major general in charge of 
a campaign that will reach into every 
squirrel dug-out in Southern Califor­ 
nia, at least every dug-out that is lo­ 
cated on land used for agricultural or 
gracing purposes. 
Neville held a conference this morn­ 
ing with the county horticultural com­ 
missioner and his inspectors. 
“We are getting the best 
results 
with the waste ball method,” said he. 
“We can by proper methods get IOO 
per cent results. A waste ball is a lit­ 
tle wad of jute about the si2e of a 
hen’s egg. 
This is soaked in carbon 
^sulphate, and the ball is rolled Into 
the squirrel hole. 
After four or five 


minutes a match is dropped in, and the 
gas is exploded. That drives tile gas 
into the farthest part of the hole and 
increases the amount of gas* Every 
hole is so treated. We cover up every 
hole. 
Two weeks later we go back 
over the ground, and wherever we find 
an open bole we give another shot. 
Keep rfght on the job till it is done, 
and it is done forever,” 
Neville discussed methods of secur­ 
ing co-operation of land owners. Where 
necessary a county crew can be used 
and the charge is made in lien on the 
land. Neville said that the method of 
spreading poisoned barley near squir­ 
rel holes is effective if persisted in, 
but as a rule people are too easily sat­ 
isfied. Instead of staying with the job 
until every squirrel Is dead, they are 
likely to quit when they have reduced 
the number of squirrels considerably. 
“Orange county can be the first 
Southern California county to be abso­ 
lutely free 
of 
ground 
squirrels,” 
said he.

Col. S. H. Finley of Santa Ana 
has boon selected ss county chair. 
man for the drive by which $15,- 
000 at least is to be raised in Or­ 
ange County for the Armenian- 
Assyrfan Relief Fund. 
The selection has been made over 
Col. Finley’s protest, for only recently 
he completed his chairmanship for the 
county’s share In the United War 
Works drive and he was of the opin­ 
ion that someone else should take up 
this new drive. However, he accepted 
the new chairmanship, 
provided he 
sets immediate support of others in 
every community of tho county. 
“Tho only way in which I can handle 
this successfully, for I am pressed 
for /time, is that at least three other 
men shall agree to give to the work at 
least half as much time as I do, and 
that other committees take hold of 
their duties promptly.” J. A. Crans­ 
ton, Santa Ana chairman, agreed to 
supply Col. Finley with the necessary 
three sub-chairmen. 
Orange County has already raised a 
portion of its quota. This money came 
through the Sunday Schools of the 
county. Just how much remains to be 
collected has not been determined. 
I^ast evening Col. Finley held a con­ 
ference with R. E. Chadwick and R. W, 
Wells, both of Ix>s Angeles, represent­ 
ing the Southern California commit­ 
tee. 
Both of these men have just re­ 
ceived discharges from the army and 
before settling down to their own busi­ 
nesses they are giving their time to 
the American-Assyrian campaign.

ians. 
“The Armenians in a city would be 
caliedf together The men were sep­ 
arated from the children and the wom­ 
en. 
The men were marched‘out and 
butchered. 
The women and children 
were marched out upon the desert. 
They died on tho way by thousands. 
The protesting were murdered. Child­ 
ren were shot down to cow the hyster­ 
ical mothers. The fate of the younger 
women and older girls cannot be pic­ 
tured. 
"These women and children were 


driven out upon the desert and) there 
abandoned to take care of themselves 
as best they could, without food or 
clothing. 
Wild tribes preyed upon 
them, robbed them, carried away the 
women. 
“Many thousands survived the hard­ 
ships, and it is they for whom we are 
seeking aid. 
“If there ever was a cause that ap­ 
pealed to a human being, that cause is 
the one for whtef this county is to 
raise a quotaJM rlhe national drive 
ing Jan. Iwpnd ending Jan. 19.”

Protection Against Possible 
Negligent Boards of Future 
Is All They Ask 


“ Resolved, that in view of the 
assurances here given by the rep­ 
resentatives of the cities of Fuller­ 
ton, Anaheim, Orange and Santa 
Ana as to the method of construc­ 
tion and method of use of the pro­ 
posed outfall sewer and treatment 
of 
the 
sewage, 
that 
Newport 
Beach and Huntington Beach of­ 
fer no objection to the proposed 
plan.” 
It was all a mistake—that these two 
beach cities were unalterably opposed 
to the plan of the four cities to con­ 
struct a joint outfall sewer and dump 
the sewage of the four cities into the 
ocean just west of the Newport Beach 
city limits, and the above resolution 
offered by J. P. Greeley and seconded 
by Lew H. Wallace, both of Newport. 
Beach, and carried unanimously at a 
meeting of the Inter-City Sewer Com­ 
mittee and the councils of the two 
beach cities, sets at rest any doubt 
that may have existed as to the atti­ 
tude of those cities. 
The meeting was held last evening 
in the city council chambers at Santa 
Ana and was for the purpose of clear­ 
ing up a situation that had developed 
through a meeting of the South Coast 
Improvement 
Association 
recently, 
when it was proposed that a fifteen 
foot strip along the beach and connect­ 
ing the city limits of the two resort 
towns be incorporated, and interpreted 
as for the purpose of blocking the joint 
outfall sewer. 
Representatives of the beach towns 
assured the committee that they had 
no intention whatever of blocking the 
plan and that their only idea in consid­ 
ering the incorporation of the strip 
was to make it possible for them to 
protect the beach under an agreement 
that, would be available to them under 
incorporation, and which would not be 
; available with the strip unincorpor- 
| ated.

“There seems to have been some 
misunderstanding as to the nosRion of 
| Newport 
Beach 
ami 
Huntington 
; Beach.” said Lew H. Wallace. 
"Our 
attitude is not. inimical to the project. 
Our cities are pleasure resorts and it 
is our duty to protect them against 
anything that might be objectionable 
; and that might work a bardship on 
them. 
Ocean Natural Outlet. 
“We realize that the ocean is the 
natural outlet for sewage, but we must 
keep our eyes open and see that It is 
handled correctly. 
We have no ob­ 
jection to scepflcized sewage. 
We 
want to protect ourselves and see that 
a disagreeable odor does not arise or 
I that disagreeable deposits of raw sew­ 
age are made along the beach. 
“We have had no such experience 
since Santa Ana has been dumping her 
sewage into the ocean. But we have 
had our beach littered with beet pulp 
from the sugar factory.

“We do not doubt for a moment 
1 that the men of the present boards of 
Trustees of the four cities would look 
to every detail with reference to the 
proper treatment of sewage. We want

the treatment of sewage is right we 
have no intention of throwing any­ 
thing in the way of the plan.” 
J. P. Greeley and J. J. Schnitker 
were other members of the Newport 
Beach Council who expressed them 
selves similarly to Wallace, and Trus­ 
tees Drew and Vavra of Huntington 
Beach voiced themselves as being de­ 
cidedly in favor of the operation of a 
joint outfall sewer, providing assur­ 
ance is given that the sewage will be 
properly treated. 
Representatives of the councils of 
the four cities gave assurance that 
everything possible would be done to 
prevent the possibility of complaint 
coming from the beach cities. 
Discussions were 
had 
on 
other 
phases of the matter, particularly with 
reference to the matter of offering 
protection to the beach cities against 
actions of future councils. 
The charade^ of that protection will 
have to be determined later. 
The 
movement for the four cities to go in­ 
to the construction of an outfall is 
merely in the preliminary stages and 
nothing has been done as yet that is 
of a tangible character. When con­ 
tracts are drawrn between the cities 
practically every point that was under 
discussion last night as to treatment, 
method of construction, 
method 
of 
treatment of sewage, and responsibil­ 
ity of the cities, one to the other, will 
be incorporated, 
lf that agreement is 
deemed by the representatives of the 
beach cities as being sufficient to pro­ 
tect them in the future, the situation 
will stand as it is today. 
Possible Protection. 
Should the contracts be deemed in­ 
sufficient, 
the beach cities may at­ 
tempt the proposed incorporation, but 
only as a means of giving them power 
to enforce treatment of the sewage so 
that it will not become a nuisance by 
reason of raw sewage being permitted 
to pass into the ocean and thus strew 
the beach with objectionable deposits.

Santa Ana is going to be the tractor training center of Orange and San Diego counties 
anda part of Los Angeles county. 
Such is the announcement made by Principal Hammond of the High School after a 
fence with J. C. Beswick, of the State Board of Education, who is directing the course ; 
of these “schools on wheels” throughout the state. Thirty-one places have been designat­ 
ed by the State Board as tractor training centers where three weeks of practical instruc­ 
tion in the repair, up-keep and operation of tractors will be given. The local High School 
Board in each place takes active charge of the course and assumes one-half the expense. 
Only six Southern California high schools have been designated as tractor training 
centers, those being at Santa Ana, Van Nuys, Ontario, Hemet, Brawley, and El Centro. 
The school is now being held at El Centro, and will come to Santa Ana direct from Ontario. 
Probably at least two classes of thirty members each will be formed here. Besides 
students from all of Orange and San Diego counties, there will be quite a representation 
from Whittier and other parts of Southern Los Angeles county. 
Already one student from San*Diego has enrolled for the course, and one resident of 
Berkeley, with relatives near here, has written he will come here to take the course.

The course in the evening classes w ill! 
be largely lecture and demonstration j 
work, illustrated by 
the 
equipment I 
used by the day classes. 
Three freight cars are required to j 
transport the $<50,000 equipment for 
each center, which consists of four i 
tractors, a 
Holt-75, a Samson, 
a 1 
Fageol, and a Best; several kinds of; 
gas engines, plows, and $400 worth o f1 
tools for the use of students. Several > 
oilier types of tractors will 
be used 
for demonstration in actual field work 
which will be furnished 
by tractor 
dealers. Eighty acres of land will be 
plowed during the course. 
In order not to interfere 
with the 
regular 
classes at 
the 
Polytechnic 
High, the instruction will be given in 
a downtown garage where all the en­ 
gines and other equipment will be set 
up. The field 
instruction 
work 
in 
plowing will be selected as near 
Santa Ana as possible. 
Anyone over sixteen years of age j 
may take either the 
day or evening 
course, but preference will be given j 
to farmers and farm employes. 
The 
only cost will be the registration fee , 
of $2.00. 
It is expected that farmers ' 
of Orange County and 
vicinity 
will I 
welcome this opportunity 
to

firsthand practical knowledge of trac­ 
tor machinery. 
Every

Law on Auto Light Isn't 
Changed, hut Many's the 
. Light That Is Unlawful 


It’s the law just tho same as it 
was the first of last year or the 
year 
before 
when there was a 
great hullabaloo about automobile 
lights that blind an approaching 
driver. 
If a person goes out by auto any 
evening he will find a large fat 
per cent of the machines he meets 
all dieeeed up with glare lights. 
Some of those lights begin to 
blind a driver when they are a 
mile away, and they get rapidly* 
worse until for the last fifty yards 
before the machine is passed no 
body can see his hand in front of 
his face, the road, or a man or a 
child or a cart on the right side 
of the road in front of his ma­ 
chine. 
Th* Law’s All Right. 
Everybody knows what the law 
•is. 
Everybody curses, either in gen­ 
tle language or in language that 
„ won’t do to print, the machine 
that is approaching with glare 
lights. 
His own? 
Why', that's differ­ 
ent! 
Why should he, owner of a^Twin 
Six, care a hang how many peo­ 
ples' lives are endangered so long 
as he can let 'em know he’s com­ 
ing and coming right along? 
There was a time when there 
was a lot of agitation about mak­ 
ing 
the automobiles 
keep their 
lights down. A law was passed, 
and everybody agreed that the law 
was a fine law, a wonderfully fine 
law—at least, for the other fellow. 
. You remember there was a time 
when traffic officers, garage own­ 
ers and everybody else were help­ 
ing all the Qther people to adjust 
their lights? The law said that at 
a distance of seventy-five feet in 
front 
of 
a machine 
the glare 
should) not be over forty-two inch­ 
es high. 
Enforcing Th* Law. 
We were told how the motor 
cops handled the glare light ques­ 
tion back In New York. 
If a man 
was driving and was stopped by a 
cop because his lights were shin­ 
ing too high from the ground, the 
machine was right then and there 
pulled off to the sfde of the road 
and left there until daylight The 
occupants could stay in the car, 
walk in or catch a jitney, just to 
suit themselves, but that particu­ 
lar automobile went not a foot 
further in nighttime till the lights 
were properly adjusted. 
Here in California, we had vis­ 
ions of some such a system. Of 
course, we would be reasonable 
about it, but we would certainly 
be firm. 
We were firm here in California 
for a while—oh, maybe for six 
months.. 
Then we got lax about it. 
For weeks and months now we 
haven’t worried our heads about 
the blooming law. 
Your neigh-* 
bor's light has been pitched high, 
and you figure that if he gets by, 
you can, too. 
So you break the law. 
Let’s look this situation over. 
Driving with glaring lights is just 
as much a menace to human life 
aa it ever was. 
The man who 
blinds an approaching autoist and 
causes an accident ie a guilty man, 
just aa sure as you are a foot high. 
If you cause a death or an injury 
you may get by the motoa cops, 
’but you would have 
a 
terrible 
time squaring yourself with your 
conscience, if you have any. 
Dont get an idea that every­ 
body drives with glaring lights, 
for they don’t 
In Comparison. 
Don’t get an idea that Orange 
County is in worse shape than 
other counties,7 for I t isn’t. The 
percentage of Orange County ma­ 
chines that have their lights prop­ 


erly adjusted is probably higher 
than in any other county in the 
state. 
The amount of effort on the 
part of traffic officers of Orange 
County to enforce the glare light 
law is without doubt greater than 
In any other county in the state. 
We believe so. They can’t be out 
every night and on every high­ 
way, and even if they are out on a 
highway they can’t get ail the ma­ 
chines that go by. 
Orange Coun­ 
ty has got good motor cops, let 
that be understood. 
But, we stand pat on our origi­ 
nal proposition. If you drive out 
of an evening, particularly when 
a long line of Ixia Angeles auto­ 
mobiles 
are 
homeward 
bound, 
you’ll find a lot of machines blind­ 
ing everybody going against them. 
Ask somebody about it. 
For in­ 
stance, there’s Judge West. 
He 
came home fiom Los Angeles the 
evening of the last rain,* and he 
can tell you something of the joys 
of driving on a slippery pavement 
in face of auto after auto, with a 
majority of the autos lighted in 
violation of the law. 
No, 
the 
law 
has 
not 
been 
changed. 
The law is just the 
same. 
Your lights ought to be so 
adjusted that they don’t make you 
a menace to life and limb.
